Encroachment bylaw 
fees to be reviewed 

Port Colborne Downtown Business 
Improvement Area president Betty 
Konc asked city council if there was 
some way to waive or reduce the fee 
for encroachment application and 
renewal. 

Encroachment applies to anything 
that is on or over the sidewalks 
around businesses, including signs. 

She said the fee $300 application 
and $50 annual renewal fees are a 
deterrent to local businesses because 
of the high rates they already pay 
in other areas, such as hydro and 
parking. 

Hugo Chesshire, the policy and 


government relations manager with 
the Greater Niagara Chamber of 
Commerce, also brought concern of 
the growing cost of having a business 
in Ontario. 

He said in his research he wasn't 
able to find any fees as high as Port 
Colborne's. 

The fees are based on a 2007 report. 
Councilors agreed a review of policy is 
needed. 

Dan Aquilina, the municipality's 
acting chief administrative officer, said 
he will get the report by the July 25 
council meeting. 

In the meantime, businesses 
are asked to continue to submit 
applications and cheques will be held 
until the fee is determined. 

Burning bylaw 
sparks confusion 

At last week's city council meeting 
Port Colborne resident Edward Small 
spoke on behalf of himself and his 
wife about their concerns about 
the municipality’s open-air burning 

Small said he doesn't understand 
why he was given a citation for his 
bonfire, though he was in compliance 
with the bylaw and put the fire out 
when asked to do so by firefighters. 

Port Colborne fire Chief Tom 
Cartwright said his department 
receives a complaint, it must respond. 
People are asked to extinguish the 
fire or the department will have to. 

A citation is always issued and if a 
second complaint comes in within a 
12-month period, the person will face 
a $210 fine. 

Small said he doesn’t understand 
how that's fair since he was following 
the bylaw and asked that the fire 
department be given discretion about 
whether a citation is necessary. 

Cartwright said there are many 
issues that come into play when 
discretion is given to the fire 
department. It's just easier to put the 
fire out and issue a citation. 

Ward 1 Coun. Dave Elliott agreed 
with Small that the bylaw is confusing. 

"You can have a fire, but once you 
get a complaint you can't have a fire. 
That's really weird," he said. 

Small said now he doesn't want 
to have another fire because he’s at 
risk of receiving the fine if someone 
complains again. He said the laws 
should be clear and firm, not with 
exceptions. 

Deputy Mayor Bea Kenny said the 
bylaw will stand.
